Chain of Precooling 
Plants Being Built 


Indian Hill Citrus Association, San Dl- 
mas Orange Growers and Others Are 
Spending Large Sums to Properly Ice 
Fruit.—Statement Is Made That the 
Plants Will Pay Tor Themselves. 


NEW SAXABY ORDINANCE 


ADOPTED BY SUTERVISOES. 


The Indian Hill Citrus Association's 
new precooling plant, which will cost 
$50,000 when completed, is now well 
begun and the San Dimas Orange Grow­ 
ers' Association has approved plans for 
a $50,000 precooling plant, which will 
be ready for use in February. These 
two improvements, representing a com­ 
bined investment of $ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 , complete 
the link in the chain which gives every 
citrus association in this valley access 
to a precooling plant. 


The precooling plnnt in East High­ 
land is practically the only one in a 
long 
stretch of citrus belt country, 
asido from the chain of plants here­ 
about. There are scores of cooperative 
citrus associations in Southern Califor­ 
nia which cannot gain access to a pre­ 
cooling plant and are compelled to rely 
solely upon railroad icing in transit. 


At the present time the Claremont 
Citrus Association, the College Heights 
Orange Association and the El Camino 
Citrus Association of Claremont pre- 
cool at the Union Ice Company's plant 
in that city. The Indian Hill Citrus 
Association of North Pomona will have 
its precooling plant finished by mid­ 
winter, the San Dimas Orange Growers' 
Association will have its plant dono by 
the timo it will bo needed this winter, 
the La Verne Orange Growers' Associa­ 
tion has tho largest and most modern 
citrus pre-eooling plant in America, tho 
Pomona Fruit Growers' Exchange ha's 
a precooling plant at each of its two 
packing houses, and the Walnut'Fruit 
Growers' Association has its shipments 
prccooled by the Pomona Volley Ice 
Company. One association at Upland j 
has its own precooling plant, and tho 
Narod and Ontario associations have 
their fruit prccooled by the ice com­ 
pany at that place. 


Tho advantage of precooling at tho 
packing house is aid to be largely that 
of doing tho work cheaper at homo 
than • it can bo dono by tho railroads, 
•whilo tho fruit is on route to markot. 
Citrus experts disagreo in regard to 
tho merits and demerits of precooling, 
. but, it is admitted that the growers 
make a eonilderiablo saving by^cooling 
• 'their own fruit rather ( than having the 
transportation companies cool . it for 
them. 


Then, too, if a poorly pickod or badly 
handled orange is prccooled quickly at 
the packing house it is apt to reach its 
destination in bettor condition than if 
it is iced in a refrigorator car. 


On tho other hand, if a procooled car 
reached its destination and thon tho 
exchange docidos to shift it to somo 
other city in order to catch a hotter 
prico, it is sometimes nocossary to have 
the railroad company ico tho car, and 
< in that case tho rato is said to bo high, 
in which ovont tho advantage gained 
by precooling is clearly lost. 


Somo of tho procooling plants aro so 
Bituatcd that they can uso their plants 
Us Ico factories during tho Hummor sea­ 
son, and in that way realize a decent 
profit from tho ico by-product. It is 
claimed by many that whoro tho fruit 
is handled in an expert mannor from 
tho tro to tho car, and tho temperatures 
are maintained to tho utmost nicety, 
precooling is unquestionably a saving 
to tho associations which is well worth 
taking into consideration. 


AZUSA AVENUE MACADAM 


TO BE LAID THIS WINTER. 


The board of supervisors has adopted 
unanimously a complete' new salary 
ordinance for county employees. This 
action is the result of months of pre­ 
paration and study by the supervisors, 
with the cooperation of the bureau of 
efficiency and the county counsel. When 
it becomes effective, January 1, every 
county employee will be provided for 
in what is considered the most modern 
and 
scientific 
governmental 
salary 
schedule in the United States. 


Every department in the county ser­ 
vice, consisting of some four thousand 
employees, was analyzed and recast in­ 
to one harmonious whole. Compensa­ 
tions for similar employments in tho 
various departments have been made 
uniform. 
Where possible, titles have 
been simplified and made definite. 


To accomplish approximate 
unifor­ 
mity in salaries, numerous minor inter­ 
nal adjustments 
were necessary; to 
keep pace with the constantly increas­ 
ing volume of business, provision has 
been made for necessary 
additional 
help. Where it was found that the sal­ 
aries for present employees were above 
the standard, reductions in the amounts 
of compensation were made to affect 
subsequent appointees to the service, 
hardship on tho incumbents for tho 
most part being avoided. Economy has 
been accomplished with a maximum of 
inconvenience. 
Tho financial 
saving 
will be cumulative and permanent. 


Under the group arrangement of the 
ordinance, the new employee works for 
one year at a salary below tho standard 
wage for that particular service. At 
tho completion of one year' satisfac­ 
tory service ho automatically advances 
to the middle, or standard, group. A 
third group is provided to which tho 
employee may advance at the expira­ 
tion of three years, in tho event that 
his services liiive been exceptionally 
meritorious, but only after tho propos­ 
ed promotion is recommended by the 
head of the employee's depnrtmcnt, 
his record and duties investigated and 
approved by the bureau of efficiency, 
and a resolution adopted by tho super­ 
visors authorizing the promotion. 


As at present, the employee is en­ 
titled to two weeks' vacation with pay 
each year. 
This is required by the 
charter.

The 
national 
Malay 
weapon, 
the 
creese, Is said to have been invented 
by a Javanese monarch of the four­ 
teenth century. 
Its varieties are said 
to exceed a hundred, and there are In. 
Javanese no fewer than 
fifty 
names 
for them. 
It varies in size from tbe. 
two foot wavy blade of Sulu down to 
a mere toothpick. 
But the peculiarity 
Is that the weapon is never ground, but 
kept rough and sawlike In edge by 
scouring with lime Juice or the juice 
of an 
unripe 
pineapple, 
sometimes 
mixed with arsenic, and it is on this 
account that creese wounds are so dan­ 
gerous. 
Old specimens are so eaten 
away by this practice that the blade 
seems formed from a bunch of wires 
roughly welded up. Such creeses are 
highly valued, and some of the ancient 
ones, heirlooms of chiefs, with gro­ 
tesquely carved and Inlaid hilts and 
sheaths, are almost unpurcbasable.

THE DATE OF PUBLICATION IS CHANGED. 


Since its inception, over twenty ycnrs ago, the Covina Argus 
has been issued on Saturday. 
This week the management has changed 
the date of issue to Friday. 


: .The Argus has been a part of the community and valley since the 
time when a blacksmith shop, general store and a few houses made 
up the center of the old Phillips tract. In the old days the news­ 
paper gathered the items of the valley through the quiet week, and 
the Saturday paper was practically a complete chronicle of every 
happening from the mountains on the north to the -foothills on the 
south. 
The Argus, in those days, carried advertising from all the 
surrounding communities, even as far away as Pasadena. 
Southern 
California was very sparsely settled, and news and advertising to­ 
gether from all over the San Gabriel valley did not strain the space 
of the five-column, eight-page newspaper. 


Methods of living have changed since those days. 
The store news 
of the city of Covina is now of big importance to the people of city 
and valley. 
People will probably, down to the end of time, do the 
bulk of their trading a\ the week-end, on Saturday. 
It is on that day 
that they make up a list of the things they need, and make the jour­ 
ney into the town. 
Even during the cpiiet times of the past two years 
the main street of the city of Covina has always been crowded with 
teams and automobiles on a Saturday afternoon. 
Saturday is a 
trading day the world over, among the people of the Christian faith. 


'•Therefore; the time has come when the local newspaper must 
change its date of issue so that the newspaper will best serve sub­ 
scribers and advertisers alike. If the newspaper is printed on Thurs­ 
day night and is incerted in the mails on Friday morning, it will 
reach all the people on the rural delivery routes before noon of 
Friday.

They can see what is offered in 
the way of store news.

THE NEW PUBLIC UTILITY RULES. 


, iider tho now ruling of tho state railroad commission, the people 
of Puente, West Covina and other localities in this district, as well 
as throughout the state, will not bo obliged to pay any money for 
the installation of gas service, or telephone service or any kind of 
public utility service. If gas is piped to the people of Puente, it will 
bo piped at the expense of tho company. 
There will be no connection 
charges. 
Tho only way that the gas company or telephone company 
can take a deposit for making connections is to accept a loan of the 
amount from tho prospective user, and pay six per cent on this loan. 
Tho money remains tho property of the user. 


Sweeping changes in public utility operation go into effect Decem­ 
ber 1, 1915. After that date it will cost tho user nothing to havo a 
telophono installed. Ho pays rental monthly. He must buy from 
the company a card which looks something like a meal ticket, and 
every time he vises long-distance service, tho amount of tho charge 
will bo punched out of his ticket at tho main office. 
The telephone 
user will have no credit at tho office. 
lie can't use tho long distance 
telephone unless he has previously bought one of these cards, or has 
in somo way conformed to tho prepaid rules of the company and the 
Btate railroad commission. 


This statement of facts is timely, in that tho Southern Counties 
Gas Company is at this timo figuring on the extension of gns-mains 
to tho Puente district, serving people and communities 
between 
Covina and Puente, with tho gas coming from the plant at Covina. 
One public utility manager says that theoretically this plan of the 
railroad commission is splendid.' It remains to be soen whether it is 
practical, ho says. 
Tho ruling regarding deposits has throe provis­ 
ions that qualify it, dealing with the guarantee of payment ol' the 


lives, and has paid all previous bills incurred to tho utility company. 
It will be well for all dwellers in this valley to study tho new rules, 
and get ready to conform with as little friction as possible, as the 
rules are not in any way elastic, and are made by the railroad commis­ 
sion to bind equally upon tho consumer and the company. 


THE BURNING OF AVALON. 


Tho burning of the city of Avalon on Catalina island this week 
interested thousands who have mado annual pilgrimage after recrea­ 
tion to that crescent-shaped bay in tho Pacific. 
Many Covina people

Home of 
tho local pcoplo owned cottages and property there. 
Just what will 
bo tho future of this amusement place is diflieult to say. It never has 
boon a spectacular money-making venture. 
Times are changing, and 
amusements are being fitted to the changing times. 
Automobiles 
cannot journey to Catalina island, and just now seventy-five per cent 
of the people arc .amusing themselves by driving; machines on Cali­ 
fornia's "linoleum roads." 
The island will always be a beautiful 
place, sun-flooded, healthful and desirable always to those who love 
the simple amusements that rest and recreate. 
But we imagine that 
many changes will bo seen at tho island, now that its business must 
bo reconstructed. 
It is our hope that its new birth will be the begin­ 
ning of an even bolter, bigger, more prosperous and in every way 
more desirable Avalon than has beeu tho case in the past.

Pottery and Secrecy. 


tn the royal manufactory of-pottery 
at Meissen, Snxony, the work was for« 
merly carried on with the utmost se­ 
crecy to prevent the processes fr^m 
becoming known elsewhere. The es­ 
tablishment was a completer fortress, 
the portcullis of which was not raised 
day or night, no stranger being per­ 
mitted to enter for any pnrpose what­ 
ever. Every workman, even the chief 
Inspector, was sworn to silence. This 
injunction was formally repeated every 
month to the superior officers employ­ 
ed, while the workmen had constantly 
before their eyes tn large letters the 
warning 
motto, "Be Secret 
Unto 
Death." It was well known that any 
person divulging the process would be 
imprisoned for life in the castle of 
Koenigstein. 
Even the king himself 
when he took strangers of distinction 
to visit the works was enjoined to se­ 
crecy. One of the foremen, however, 
escaped and assisted in establishing a 
manufactory in Vienna, from which 
the secrets spread all over Germany. 


Light and Sound and Glass. 


Why doesn't the closed window shut 
ont light just as much as it shuts out 
sound? 
Both light and sound travel 
through the air, and their waves come 
in contact wijh the glass. The light, 
after it has gone through the window, 
seems just as strong or stronger, while 
the sound seems ever so much weaker. 
Why is it? Many of us have wonder­ 
ed. The reason is that light is not a 
wave of air, while sound Is. Light is 
a wave in the ether which is in the 
glass as well as in the nir, so that light 
In passing through glass still has its 
natural path of ether. But when sound 
waves strike the window glass they 
must put the glass into vibration, and 
the glass in turn must make the air 
inside vibrate. All this lessens the 
strength of the sound waves, and they 
reach our ears capable of producing a 
less startling effect than are the light 
waves which reach our eyes. 


The Measure of a Man. 


At a meeting at,which a prominent 
modern statesman, who is short in sta­ 
ture, was to speak the local chairman, 
endeavoring to be witty, observed that 
lie was somewhat disappointed about 
the politician's physical proportions 
"I had heard so much about this gen- 
tloman," he said, "that 1 naturally ex­ 
pected to meet a big man in every 
sense, but. as you see for yourselves, 
he is Very small."

Ducks and Mosquitoes. 


According to experiments reported 
by S. G. Dixon, the most formidable 
animal enemy of the mosquito is the 
duck, and the Introduction of this bird 
is recommended for eliminating mos­ 
quitoes and the diseases which these 
insects spread from marshy regions, 
where draining would be too costly. 
Two artificial pools were constructed 
of equal area, ducks being placed in 
one and fish in the other. The former 
pool was quickly freed from mosquito 
pupae and larvae, while in the other 
they continued to abound. Wild ducks 
are said to prefer mosquitoes to all oth­ 
er food.—Indianapolis News.

IN CITRUS ASSOCIATION ANNUAL REPORT 


At the annual meeting of the Covina 
Citrus Association, held Monday at an 
all-day session in the packing house, 
Anton P. Kcrckhoff was again elected 
president of the board of directors; 
James R. Elliott, vice-president; Geo. 
Anderson, secretary and manager; other 
directors, J. F. Brock, Herman T. Head- 
ley, P. H. Maurer, William H. Over- 
holtzer, Grant Chapman, A. M. Seclcy, 
W. M. Warren. The last two named 
are new to the board this year, although 
they have served in this capacity in the 
past. 
The two retiring members are 
Irwin Shupp, Jr., and W. P. Watts. 


The association shipped the last year 
84,440 boxes 
of 
Washington 
navels, 
bringing a net average to the grower 
of 82 cents the box. It shipped 40,522 
boxes of Valcncias, bringing an aver- 
ago of $2.82. There were 5,925 boxes 
of Thompson Improved; 8757 boxes of 
Washington 
navel 
off 
blooms; 
1,210 
boxes of miscellaneous. The Washing­ 
ton navel sales brought 
$111,328.10; 
Valoncias, $135,329.07. 
The year's re­ 
turns 
compare 
very 
favorably 
with 
other associations in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 


Incidental to the meeting were the 
opinions of growers and shippers that 
the 
coming season, 
beginning 
about 
the first week in January, will be bet­ 
tor from everjr standpoint than have 
been the past two years. There is not 
a largo crop of navels in the state, and 
this moans that markets will not be 
flooded at any time during the spring 
months. The sizes are quite generally 
largo, but this is not taken to mean 
that the market will be handicapped 
by off-sizes, us the shippers believe that 
the fact of tho fruit being large every­ 
where, will tend to adjust the market 
on a large-sizo basis. 


The mooting was presided over by 
President 
Kerckhoff, 
and 
after 
the 
morning business session an informal 
tnlk was givon by B. B. Pratt, in charge 
of tho Held work for the 
California 
Fruit Growors' Exchange. As a repres­ 
entative from tho head oflflco ho con- 
lined his remarks largply to the effects 


of the national advertising campaign 
which has been made the past year by 
the Exchange. 


The ladies of the Presbyterian church 
served 
a 
very 
appetizing 
lunch 
of 
meats, vegetables and pastry at the 
noon hour, the custom being followed, 
as in years past, of setting the tables 
in the packing house. After lunch the 
stockholders listened to an address by 
F. B. Hutchins, genral manager of the 
California Fruit Growers' Supply Com­ 
pany. He went into the matter of the 
present holdings of the supply concern, 
which is a subsidiary company of the 
Exchange, speaking of the 27,500 acres 
of timber 3and owned by the company 
in tho Siskiyou mountains on the Cali­ 
fornia-Oregon line. This property had 
on it 546,000,000 feet of lumber when 
it was purchased, and now has about 
440,000,000 feet left. There is enough 
timber on the tract to supply tho as­ 
sociations in tho Exchange with box 
shook for the noxt twenty years, the 
speaker claimed. The supply company 
has cut 20,000,000 fet of timber this 
year. He spoke of tho fact that the 
big saw-mill belonging to the concern 
started up last March and ran through 
tho summer and fall until last Satur­ 
day with only tho loss of about five 
hours in time. Mr. Hutchins also wont 
into tho matter of the buying of vetch 
seed, fertilizer, nails, and other^ pack­ 
ing house and ranch necessities. 
He 
stated that the business of the concern 
was that of receiving orders for ma­ 
terial from tho associations and plac­ 
ing those orders at the lowest possible 
cost in tho competitive market. 
The 
elimination of the frequent handling of 
tho goods by wholesale houses, middle­ 
men, etc., was tho principal cause for 
tho fact that tho supply company de­ 
livered materials and goods 
to 
the 
ranchor cheaper than they could be 


bought in tho general market. 
Mr. 
Hutchins was asked many questions by 
the assembled ranchers, showing that 
tho supply company question is an in­ 
teresting one to all who pro-rate fruit 
through tho Exchange.

On December 1st, 1915, the new rules of the Railroad Commission 
of California governing practices of gas companies throughout .the 
State, go into effect. 


This company intends to make every effort to comply with the 
commission's rules fully and without discrimination. 
We therefore 
publish below the important points which we shall observe. 


We particularly desire to impress our consumers with the idea that 
any inconvenience or annoyance which may result to them is due 
entirely to our desire to follow the commission's rules fully and with­ 
out discrimination. 


We have copies of the complete rules on file in our offices, and we 
shall be glad to show them to all who may inquire. 


I. 


After November 30th, 1915, we will require no deposit from an 
applicant for gas service:

(1.) 
Who owns the premises where he desires service. 


(2.) 
Who furnishes a responsible "guarantor for the payment of 
his bills. 


(3.) 
Who can show that he has paid all his bills to any branch of 
the Southern Counties Gas Company promptly during the twelve 
months ending December 1st, 1915. 


II. 


Hereafter, we will require a cash deposit from any applicant for 
service who does not comply with either of the three conditions in 
Paragraph I. 


The amount of this deposit shall be $2.50 from applicants for 
residence or domestic service. 
Prom other than applicants for do­ 
mestic service, the deposit shall be twice the average estimated per­ 
iodic bill. 
We will pay interest at 6 per cent a-year on all guarantee 
deposits held for twelve months or longer.. 


III. 


Beginning December 1st, 1915, we will, upon surrender of the./ 
proper receipt, return meter deposits in full to all consumers who 
qualify under Paragraph 1 hereof, and who have paid all indebted­ 
ness to the Company. 
From those consumers who do not own the 
premises, or do not furnish a guarantor or have not paid their gas 
bills promptly for twelve months, we will retain $2.50 of the deposit 
and issue a new receipt. 


IV. 


If any consumer fails to pay his bill on or before the 10th of the 
month, following that in which the" gas was used, we shall send him 
a notice that unless he pays his bill within five days we will require 
a deposit to guarantee future bills. 
We shall at the same time serve 
notice that unless the bill is paid within five clays or a deposit made 
within fifteen days the supply of gas will be discontinued.. 


V. 


If a consumer disputes the correctness of a bill which we claim 
is correct, we will require him to deposit the amount of the disputed 
bill with the railroad commission. 
The commission will investigate 
the facts of the disputed bill and their finding shall be binding upon 
both parties. 
If the deposit is not made within fifteen days from the 
date of our request, the supply of gas shall be discontinued.
